of a number of similar' treaties with 
other South American Republics and 
with Mexico. 
It is also said 
that a 
treaty with Spam for reciprocity with 
Cuba is welL under way. 
The 
only 
two South 
x\merican countries with 
which not much progress has yet bee^n 
made in negotiating treaties, accord- 
ing to reports, are Chili and Peru. 


The free admission 
into Brazil of 
wheat, aour, corn and other 
bread- 
stuffs, coal, machinery, etc., as stated 
in the President's proclamation, will 
be of immense advantage to the Unit- 
ed 
States, 
provided 
the 
necessary 
steamship communication is furnished. 
A t 
the present 
time Brazil 
imposes 
heavy import duties on nearly all kinds 
of goods. 
Wheat 
is admitted 
free, 
flour pays a d^ty of 55 cents per hun- 
dred kilograms besides a duty of con- 
sumption, so-called, of 60 per cent, 
more, and an emancipation tax of five 
per cent. 
Corn pays similar 
duties. 
Barley pays a much higher duty than 
any other cereal, excepting rye. Lard, 
butler, cheese and 
meals, on which 
Brazil concedes a reduction of 25 per 
cent, in her tariff, are very 
heavily 
taxed. 
Butter, 
for instance, pays a 
duty of $ 1 9 . I I per hundred Kilograms 
and a 60 per cent, consumption 
duty 
and a 5 per cent, emancipation tax. 
Iron and steel, on which Brazil makes 
a reduction of 25 per cent, in her du- 
ties in favor of the United States com- 
prises the second largest item in the 
table of imports of Brazil. 


Last year Brazil imported of 
the 
manufactures of iron and steel about 
000,000, worth 
ftont 
Great 
B n - 
fian alone and only about 
$700,000 
from the United 
States.- 
In 
leather 
manufactures, which also come under 
the 25 per cent, reduction, Brazil im- 
ported last year o v e r $1,000,000 worth 
from Great Britian, and 
only 
about 
$20,000 from the United States. Coal, 
which is on the free list by this treaty, 
IS imported into Brazil largely from 
Great Britian. 
Last year nearlv $1,- 
500,000 worth was 
imported 
from 
Great Biitaiu and some from, the Un- 
ited States. 


This will give some idea of the ad- 
vantages of this trade arrangement to 
the United States and when taktn in 
connection 
with other 
treaties 
now 
nearly concluded, it promises to add 
enormously to the foreign trade of the 
country with the nations to the 
south 
of 
us, particularly if 
the 
necessary 
steamship communication is fuinished.

The sisters own property, but they take 
no interest in the care of it. 
The live 
stock which they once owned died from 
exposure and neglect. 
All the efforts 
of the neighbors to induce them to take 
some interest in the care of their prop- 
erty have been unavailing. 
Mary on- 
ly tries to pay the interest on the mort- 
gage on their farm, and 
once 
every 
year walks twelve miles to the county 
and settles. 


The recent census shows what obser- 
vers have frequently commented upon,

years—that the people

many country districts 
have lost

population, f¿w in the older 
settled 
sections shew any great increase, while 
almost every village, town 
and

In many of the older States the 
entire increase in the number of peo- 
ple is shown by the census to be con- 
fined to the towns and 
larger cities. 
The 
development 
of 
manufacturing 
largely accounts for this slate ot affairs 
as well as the diminished profits 01 
farming. 
With all the increase in the 
number ot consumer of 
the 
products 
of the farm, the production has more 
than kept pace with the consumption. 
T o improved methods and 
improved 
machinery this result is due to a great 
extent. 
When the town and city peo- 
ple become so numerous as to consume 
about what the farmer 
produces, the 
price of farm products may so advance 
as to make the tide of population flow 
back to the country, but we fear that 
that day is not very near at hand.

sumption, so-called, of 60 per cent, 
more, and an emancipation tax of five 
! per cent. Corn pays similar duties. 
1 Barley pays a much higher duty than 


any other cereal, excepting rye. Lard, 
butter, cheese and meals, on which 
Brazil concedes a reduction of 25 per 
cent, in her tariff, are very heavily 
taxed. Butter, for instance, pays a 
dutyof5ig.il per hundred Kilograms 
and' a 60 per cent, consumption duty 
and a 5 per cent, emancipation tax. 
Iron and steel, on which Brazil makes 
a reduction of 25 per cent, in her du- 
ties in favor of the United States com- 
prises the second largest item in the 
table of imports of BraziL 


Last year Brazil imported of the 


manufactures of iron and steel about 
£5,000,000, worth 1&>mr Great Bri- 
tian alone and only about $700,000 
irom the United Slates. In leather 
manufactures, which alsO'Come under 
the 25 per cent, reduction, Brazil im- 
ported last year over £I,COO,OQO worth 
from Great Britian, and only about 
$20,000 irom the United States. Coal, 
which is on the free list by this treaty, 
is imported into Brazil largely from 
Great Britian. Last year nearlv $i,- 
500,000 worth was imported from 
Great Biitain and some from the Un- 
ited States.

It in a most un- 
promising plant in appearance, remark- 
able chielly for furious awns or beard, 
starved kernels and its habit of shatter- 
in«-' the moment it is ripe. 
But the 
English experiments reported in Lind- 
ley's Treasury of Botany twhich con- 
sihted, 
iirst, in sowing a plant which 
fiell-seeded 
grow year after year un- 
changed; Eccond, in giving good culti- 
vation 
to seeds selected each season) 
showed such improvement in throe or 
four sowings as to make it evident that a 
few seasons more would result in a 
variety of true wheat. 


Besides, the aegilops is subject to the 
same rust and blight as wheat, and ita 
bruised 
leaves have the tame smelj. 
Thus evidence goes to show that here i» 
the ancestor of our grand coieal. 
Did 
the prehistoric farmer have the eye to 
see the wheatlields hid within the rough 
aegilops? 
Hardly. 
Aside from the pus- 
aibility that native 
varieties 
existed 
which came nearer being v/heat than the 
wild grass of to-day, it js more probabie 
that chango first arose from its culture 
as hay or forage through long ages; the 
more so as herasmen proceeded 
plow- 
men, or seem to have done so. 
How 
many good grains disguised as grass are 
waiting now for us to bpeak their namee

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THE INDIANS LIVE. 


4THJ&LB COIiD TKPEES AND 


TA-fr CTJSTOXS. 


JSbort-lived Because of TheLr "Way of 


Iiivlng—How Children Are Named 
aud Maidens Wooed. 


It is not strange that Indians are short- 


lived, nor that there should be so high a 
rate of mortality among their children. 
The tribes north of an east and west line 
coinciding with the northern limit of 
Hew Mexico use for dwellings what is 
tnown as the "tepee." An Indian of 
.•wealth in the Ute country sometimes has 
an opportudity to purchase an A-tent, 
and even a wall tent, at some sale of con- 
"•demned Quartermaster's supplies, but 
the very best and newest canvas affords 
poor protection against the snow-storms 
and freezing winds of the plains. 


The tent is usually staked down, with 


a shallow gutter dug around it to carry 
off the rain water, wMch would other- 
wise fiood its interior, and, beginning 
in the early autumn, a fire is built in the 
centre of the earth floor, which is seldom 
allowed to go oar. 
Overhead, and hang- 


ing in slings suspended from the canvas, 
are the rifles and other weapons of the 
family, aud the floor is covered with 
about six inches ef dead grass or hay, 
TvMch in time is trodden down and 
pressed into a very fair and tolerably soft 
mattress. Wrapped up in Ms blanket, 
tvith Ms head resting on his saddle for a 
pillow, the Indian sleeps through the 
night, depending somewhat on the fire 
to keep Mm from freezing in extremely j 
cold weather. 
'\ 


• In dry weather the ventilator at fee 
apex of the tent may be kept open, but 
during storms, when it is closed, the 
atmosphere of the tent is stifiing and 
reeking with the odor of the many damp 
and badly cured furs wMch every buck 
accumulates. 
Far from agencies the 


Indians lay in a small stock of flour, 
coffee and sugar, sufficient to be used 
sparingly fnrough the winter, wMch, 
with frozen beef or antelope meat, con- 
stitute Ms bill of fare. 
In a tent of ten 


feet in diameter, a buck, two squaws and 
five or six small cMldren pass the winter 
months. 


With a little flour, water and salt the 


.squaws make a tMck paste, wMch is first 
cooked on hot stones until it becomes 
stiff, and then each cake is further cooked 
by standing it on its edge with the flat 
surface exposed to the flames until it is 
thoroughly baked into quite palatable 
bread. Their meat is fried in its own 
fat "or roasted on a spit stuck into the 
ground, while a small child keeps it 
turning to equalize the roasting. The 
bread cakes serve as plates, wMIe the 
fingers are both knives and forks, so the 
Indian has no dishwasMng process to go 


hand, high or loir, according to he;

erally sells for 100 pounds of flour, two 
or three blankets, and a good pony, all 
of which must be given to her mother 
before the bridegroom-elect secures his 
girl.

It IS not stratigo tbatlndiius nrc short- 
¿ivcd, nor that there should be so hii?h a 
rate of mortality amoug their children. 
The tribes north of an east and west line 
coiueidiug -with the northern limit of 
New Mexico use for dwelliugs what is 
known as the 
tepee." 
An Indian of 
wealth in the Ute country sometimes has 
an opportudity to purchaao an A-tcnt, 
nnd even a wall tent, at some saleof eon- 
'demned Quartermaster's supplies, 
but 
!tho very best and newest canvas affords 
poor protection against the snow-storms 
and freezing winds of the plains. 


The tent is usually staked down, with 
a shallow gutter dug around it to carry 
off the rain water, which would other- 
•wise flood its interior, and, beginning 
in the early autumn, a fire is built in the 
centre of the earth floor, which is seldom 
allowed to go out. 
Overhead, and hang- 
ing in slings suspended from the canvas, 
are the rifles and other weapons of the 
family, aud the floor is covered with 
about six inches ef dead grass or hay, 
•which in time is trodden down and 
pressed into a very fair and tolerably soft 
mattress. 
Wrapped up in his blanket, 
;with his head resting on his saddle for a 
pillow, the Indian sleeps through the 
night, depending somewhat on the fire 
to keep him from freezing in extremely 
cold weather. 


In dry weather the ventilator at the 
apex of the tent may be kept open, but 
during storms, when it is closed, 
the 
atmosphere of the tent is stifling and 
reeking with the odor of the many damp 
and badly cured furs which every buck 
accumulates. 
Far from agencies the 
Indians lay in a small stock of flour, 
coflfee and sugar, sufficient to be used 
sparingly tnrough the winter, which, 
with frozen beef or antelope meat, con- 
stitute his bill of fare. 
In a tent of ten 
feet in diameter, a buck, two squaws and 
five or six small children pass the winter 
months. 


With a little flour, water and salt the 
osquaws make a thick paste, which is first 
cooked on hot stones until it becomes 
stiff, and then each cake is further cooked 
by standing it on its edge vyith the flat 
surface exposed to the flames until it is 
thoroughly baked into quite palatable 
bread. 
Their meat is fried in its own 
fat or roasted on a spit stuck into the 
ground, while a small child keeps it 
turning to equalize the roasting. 
The 
bread cakes serve as plates, while the 
fingers are both knives and forks, so the 
Indian has no dishwashing process to go 
through with, 
for when the meal is 
finished he eats his plates and licks off 
his knives and forks with his tongue. 


The hunting of deer in the Rocky 
^fountains had driven them north into 
British America and in a few more years 
our Indians will have no more buckskin 
for leggina and moccasins. 
Only the 
skin of the heavy-hided deer can 
be 
used, that of the antelope and 
white- 
tailed varieties being too tender for long 
service. 
The Apaches make their moc- 
casins and leggins in one piece, in the 
style of huQting boots, while most of the 
Indians to the north wear slippers and 
leggins. 
Whenever a deer is cut up,the 
bladder is carefully cut away, cleaned, 
and filled with the brain of the animal, 
and the little bag is most carefully 
guarded until a stream is reached, where 
the hide may be cured. 
The entire skin 
is then put into running water and 
weighted down with stones. 
lu four or 
five hours the soaking has swelled it and 
loosened the hair at the roots, when it is 
taken out and stretched on a frame, 
while the owner, with the aid of a 
cleaned rib of the animal, scrapes it 
down until all the hair is rubbed off, 
very much in the same manner as over- 
heated horses are scraped to remove the 
foam and sweat. The skin is then pulled 
and stretched for three or four hours,and 
at the same time oiled with the brain, 
until it is perfectly dry, soft and pliable, 
when it is ready for use. 
When a tan 
color is desired it is soaked in an in- 
fusion of red bark. The sole of the moc- 
casin is ahvixya madi> of the raw hide of 
the beeE cattle aud sewed to the upper 
with the sinews of the deer's tendon 
achillcs, 


A queer rule is followed by Indian 
parents in naming of children. 
When a 
child is born the father goes to the door 
of the hut and looks out, and, at the first 
cry of the infant, names him according 
to the object seen, 
'^Kunuing Dog,** a 
very common name among them, indi- 
cates that when the baby cried its father 
saw a dog on the run. •'Kicking Horse," 
"Man Afraid of his Horses," '»JTlying 
Bird" and many other appellations have 
the same origin. 
'»Hed Cloud," for in- 
stance, shows that he was born probably' 
during a gorgeous sunset, while the name 


Sneezer" indicates that some person 
near the door of the hut at the critical 
moment had a cold. 


An Indian about to become a father is 
very much impressed with his own im- 
portance, and among some tribes, as soon 
us a child is delivered, the father goes to 
bed to receive the congratulations of his 
his friends, while the mother goes on 
with her household duties. 
They have 
no marriage ceremony, and when hus- 
band and wife grow tired of each 
other, 
they 
agree 
to 
live 
apart, 
with full permission to form new al- 
liances. 
When a young buck 
casts 
loving 
glances 
at 
a 
maiden, 
her 
puems immediately put a price on her 


hand, Mffli or low, according to hq 
beauty and the number of suiters sin 
may have. 
The belle of the camp gem 
orally sells for 100 pounds of flour, two 
or three blankets, and a good pony, all 
of which must be given to her mother 
before the bridegroom-elect secures his 
girl. 


There is also considerable distinction 
of carfe and social position among the 
Indians. The son of a chief is a very much 
more desirable catch than a commoner, 
80 to speak, and, besides, the families ol 
chiefs usually have more ponies,blankets, 
and Indian wealth in general, bccause in 
the division of plunder or booty the chief 
has first choice. 
The squaws of the 
chiefs also treat the wives of other In- 
dians with that same patronizing air 
some of our wealthy matrons treat the 
wives of less wealthy men, or witli that 
same condescending air with which the 
wife of tho commanding officer of any 
army post looks down upon the M'ife of 
some junior lieutenant, 
although the 
latter may in every way be greatly the 
superior,—New Yo7*k Times.

More than this it has a 
greater coefliclent of friction, so that ^ 
forty pounds air pressure is a» effective 1 
as seventy pounds with iron brake shoes. 
There is one pre-eminent beneiit which ' 
the introduction of the leather brake 
shoe would confer on communities which 
are oubjected to tho necessary evil of the 
elevated railroads. 
They would thus be 
spared the dangerous showeiof iron par- 
ticles, which now injure so many eyes. 
An attempt has already been made to 
remedy this serious source of danger b j 
the use of compressed paper. This, how- 
ever, was found to be impracticable.

Buoh a tank, pails twenty inches deep 
and ciu'ht inches in diameter are used. 
Cut bv the newlv introduced method of 
raising the cream by addiug water to the 
milk, the use of ice may be dispensed 
with, to the Gfreat relief of the dairvmen 
nnd famih'es. 
As soon as the milk is 
strained iuto the pans, one-third the 
quantity of cold water from a well is 
acided; this causes tho complete separa- 
tion of the cream in twenty-four hours, 
at tlio expiration of which time the milk 
will be sweet in the warmest weather. 
In winter the water may bo used at a 
temperature of 130 degrees, aud if the 
milk is kept in any reasonably protected 
di>:ry, it will not freeze in that time in 
too coldest weather,—Ncxo Yorh

BTRA%VBEKnTES PLANTED IN F U H n O W S , 


We have never had better 
success 
growing strawberry plants than the past 
season, set in furrows. 
As we have be- 
fore advocated, we prepare the land by 
fall and spring plowing. 
Then ploAV 
furrows with a two-horse plow, keeping 
the landslide as unbroken as possible, 
and as fa.«t as a boy straightens out roots 
aud drops plants a good man places them 
against the landslide of the furrow, 
holding roots spreading out or face shape 
and drawing in a big handful of dirt 
against them with the other band. 
We 
then 
passed along and scattered well 
rotted manure, and then a man followed 
with a hoe, drawing in earth and filling 
up furrows. 
The result was nearly 
every plant grew, while had they been 
eet in the old way and carelessly doubled 
up and pushed into a small hole made 
with a trowel by careless hands a large 
proportion would have failed to grow, 
especially as late as we set them, middle 
of May, and hot weather at 
that.—

OBJECTIONS TO ^ P J S N 
DITCHES. 


Open ditches should only be made 
where absolutely necessary. 
The reason 
is obvious: a tile drain will generally 
cost but little if any more than a properly 
constructed open ditch v/ith sufticiently 
sloping banks. Fields can be cultivated-, 
hauling done in less time and with less 
inconvcLiences, 
beside the 
additional 
ground to cultivate, which would 
be 
waste land if the ditch were left open. 
There is a constant demand for the deep- 
ening and widening of ditches, and this 
demand will continue until their bottoms 
are sunk low enough not to obstruct the 
discharge of the tile drains. The bottom 
of an open ditch should be at least two 
feet below the necessary depth of tile 
drains, to pi-cvent the tile from being 
filled up and obstructed by the ever-ac- 
cumulating Ecdiment in the bottom. 
Probably the best way to treat this de- 
posit of sediment would be to make bank 
slopes not to exceed two to one, or still 
flatter, which will greatly reduce the 
cost of cleaning out the ditch and keep- 
ing it in repair, by ])lowing and scrap- 
ing out the deposit and spreading it* on 
the adjacent land.

There are many people wdio consider 
moies a nuisance and endeavor in every 
M'ay to get rid of them, in the belief that 
they destroy vegetables, eat seeds and 
planted grains, and in many ways damage 
the crops, besides making gardens aid 
grourdi unsighty by their burrowings. 
Others, while admitting the undesirable- 
ness of their undergrounds roads, believe 
they do more good than harm in the de- 
struction of worms, bugs, etc., 
that 
would more injuriously abound were it 
not for the moles. 
A Vineland (N, J.) 
correspondent 
of much experience has 
heretofore «¡aid in tho World that he has 
followed their runs through potato hills 
and road beds of every kind, also among 
liis strawberries, blackberries, etc., and 
has never yet found any injury from 
them, and he concludes that they subsist 
entirely ou vrorms, bugs and the like that 
get into runways, and are therefore 
among the farmers' and gardeners' best 
friends. 
An Ohio correspondent has also 
spoken a good word for tho moles, 
especially on meadow lands. Much other 
testimony of a similar character might be 
given. 
On the contrary, there are per- 
Bons who assert positively that moles do 
eat grain, and reoito instance» that sus- 
tain them in their belief. 
Upon the 
whole, with much conflicting evidence 
on the subject, it is deemed safe to say 
that the mole is essentially iusectiverous 
in its habits, aud unless impelled by 
hunger from a scarcity of its favorit« food 
larely 
affects vegetation 
injuriou*ly.

BUGOKSTIONS 01% HOAD-MAKtNG. 


ITie best form of the upper surface of 
the roadway (its cross section), says tho 
Auburn (Ala.) Experiment Station bul- 
letin, is that of two inclined planes meet- 
ing in the centre of the road and having 
their angles slightly rounded by a curve. 
The inclinations of the planes should bo 
greatest where the surface is rough and 
least where it is smoothest and hardest. 
On a steep hillside the surface should be 
a single slope, inclining inward to tho 
face of the hill. 
A ditch on the sido 
next to tho hill receives tho surface 
water, which should bo carried, 
at 
proper intervals, under the road to its 
outside. This form is also advantageous 
when the road curves rapidly around tho 
hill, as it counteracts tho dangerous cen- 
trifugal force of the vehicle. 


Tho following additional suggestions 
may prove of benctit: For tho ordinary 
dirt roads of this country, if the soil bo 
a loose sand, a coating of six inches of 
clay carted upon it will be tho most 
effective and cheapest way of improving 
it if the clay can be i)rocured within a 
moderate distance. 
Only half of the 
width need be covered with cla}', thus 
forming a road for the summer travel, 
leaving tho other sandy portion un- 
touched to servo for travel in the rainy 
season. 
If the soil be an adhesive clay, 
the application of sand in a similar man- 
ner will produce equally beneficial re- 
sults. 
On a steep hill these 
improve- 
ments will be particularly valuable. 
In 
repairing these roads the earth should be 
as gravelly as possible and freo from 
vegetable earth. 
Sod or turf, though at 
first tough, soon decays and forms tho 
softest mud in wet weather.

If the combs should become frosted, 
bathing in sweet oil will relieve and pre- 
serve the looks somewhat. 


It is the freezing and thawing that is 
injurious to pansies and 
strawberries.

Langhans, Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, 
and JJrahams aro excellent.

BECIPES. 


Plain Fruit Cake—Four cups of brown 
sugar, one and a half of butter, six and 
a half cups of flour, two cups of milk 
'(sour), six eggs, one nutmeg and other 
spices, two teaspoonfuls of soda, one 
pound of stoned raisins and citron. 


Ginger Bread—Half a cup of sugar, 
half a cup of molasses, one-third cup of 
butter, one cup of sour milk, one tea- 
vspoonful of soda, half a teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, a third of a teaspoonful of 
ginger, flour enough to make a 
still 


"Cakc. 


Cauliflower—^This should bo cut into 
small sprays and these thrown into boil- 
ing brine, left there for five minutes, and 
next laid in cold water for half an hour- 
The sprigs may then be arranged in jars, 
-and the boiling vinegar poured over 
them. 
The vinegar should be rescalded 
-once erery week for three weeks, and the 
pickles allowed to ripen for at lea«t a 
.month after that before they are eaten. 


Pressed Head—For this boil the parts 
.of head and feet, just as for souce, until 
the meat is so tender it will slip from 
the bones. 
Chop the meat iine while it 
is yet warm and season with salt, pepper 
-and spices to taste. 
Pack it solidly iu a 
•deep, square tin basin, or any other dish 
from which you can cut nice shaped 
pieces. 
Place a weight on tho meat. 
'This will be very nice sliced and served 
cold, or, for a change, sometimes cut in 
.slices, roll in flour and fry in hot lard. 


Cream Cake—One cup of sugar, one- 
half cup of butter, thra? fourths cup of 
anilk, two eggs, beaten separately, one 
-and a half cups of flour, one and three- 
fourths teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Bake iu three layers. 
Cream for filling: 
One-half pmt of milk, one teaspoonful of 
•cornstarch, one e^ig, one teaspoonful of 
vanilla, sweeten to taste. 
Heat milk to 
•scalding, in which cook the cornstarch 
stirred smooth in a little cold milk, add 
tlic eggs last, flavor and spread when 
•cold. 


Pickled Onions—The 
very 
small 
Avhite "button*' onions must be em- 
ployed for pickling. 
They will need to 
lie in the brine only throe days. 
After- 
ward they must be scalded with a fresh 
r^upply of brine heated to boiling, and 
after that freshened in cold water for 
three hours. 
They must then be packed 
in jars, and have vinegar and spices, pre- 
pared as above, poured over them. 
The 
.quantity of sugar should bo decreased to 
the proportion of two tablespoonfuls ol 
»sugar to every quart of viuogar. 
The 
^onions should bo sealed while hot.

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Bow THE INDIANS UYE. 


ITREIR COLD TEPSGS AND PECUL- 
IAR CUSTOMS. 


<8hort-1Ìvòd Bocauso of Their Way of 
lilvliiic—How Chllrtren Are Named 
a n d Maidens Wooed. 


It IS not strange thatlndiius arc short- 
lived, nor that there should be so high a 
rate of mortality amoug their children. 
The tribes north of an cast and west line 
coinciding with the northern limit of 
New Mexico uso for dwellings what is 
known as the 
'*topcc.** 
An Indian of 
wealth in the Ute country sometimes has 
nn opportudity to purchase an A-tent, 
nnd even a wall tent, at some saleof con- 
'demned Quartermaster's supplies, 
but 
itho very best and newest canvas affords 
ipoor protection against the snow*starms 
and freezing winds of the plains. 


The tent is usually staked down, with 
& shallow gutter dug 
around it to carry 
ofiEthe rain water, which would other- 
•wise flood its interior, 
and, beginning 
in the early autumn, a fire is built in the 
centre of the earth floor, which is seldom 
allowed to go ovit. 
Overhead, and hang- 
ing in slings suspended from the canvas, 
arc tlie rifles and other weapons of the 
family, aud the floor is covered with 
about six inches cf 
dead grass or hay, 
which in time is trodden 
down and 
¡pressed into a very fair and tolerably soft 
mattress. 
Wrapped up in his blanket, 
iwith his head resting on his saddle for a 
pillow, the Indian sleeps through the 
night, depending somewhat on the fire 
to keep him from freezing in extremely 
cold weather. 
'' 


In dry weather the ventilator at the 
apex of the tent may be kept open, but 
during storms, when it is closed, 
the 
atmosphere of the tent is stifling and 
recking with the odor of the many damp 
and badly cured furs which every buck 
accumulates. 
Far from agencies the 
Indians lay in a small stock of flour, 
coffee and sugar, sufficient to be used 
sparingly tnrough the winter, 
which, 
with frozen beef or antelope meat, con- 
stitute his bill of fare. 
In a tent of ten 
feet in diameter, a buck, two squaws and 
five or six small children jxiss the winter 
months. 


With a little flour, water and salt the 
jsquaws make a thick paste, which is first 
cooked on hot stones until it becomes 
Btiff, and then eachqakeis further cooked 
by standing it on its edge with the flat 
surface exposed to the flames until it is 
thoroughly baked into quite palatable 
bread. 
Their meat is fried in its own 
fat or roasted on a spit stuck into the 
ground, while a small child keeps it 
turning to equalize the roasting. 
The 
bread cakes serve as plates, while the 
fingers are both knives aud forks, so the 
Indian has no dishwashing process to go 
through with, 
for when the meal is 
finished he eats his plates and licks ofl; 
his knives and forks with his tongue. 


The hunting of deer in the 
Rocky 
Mountains had driven them north into 
British America and in a few more years 
our Indians will have no more buckskin 
for leggina and moccasins. 
Only the 
skin of the heavy-hided 
deer can be 
used, that of the antelope and 
white- 
tailed varieties being too tender for long 
service. 
The Apaches make their moc- 
casins and leggins in one piece, in the 
style of hunting boots, while most of the 
Indians to the north wear slippers and 
leggins. 
Whenever a deer is cut up,the 
bladder is carefully cut away, cleaned, 
and filled with the brain of the animal, 
and the little bag is most 
carefully 
guarded until a stream is reached, where 
the hide may be cured. 
The entire skin 
is then put into running water and 
weighted down with stones. 
In four or 
five hours the soaking has swelled it and 
loosened the hair at the roots, when it is 
taken out and stretched 
on a frame, 
while the owner, with the aid of a 
cleaned rib of 
the animal, scrapes it 
down until all the hair is rubbed off, 
very much in the same manner as over- 
heated horses arc scraped to remove the 
foam and sweat. The skin is then pulled 
and streiched for three or four hours,and 
at the same time oiled with the 
brain, 
until it is perfectly dry, soft and pliable, 
when it is ready for use. 
When a tan 
color is desired it is soaked in an in- 
fusion of red bark. The sole of the moc- 
casin is always madt> of the raw hide of 
the beef cattle and sewed to the upper 
witii the sinews of the deer's 
tendon 
achillcs. 


A queer rule is followed by Indian 
parents in naming of children. 
When a 
child is born the father goes to the door 
of the hut and looks out, and, at the first 
cry of the infant, names him according 
to the object seen. 
•'Running Dog," a 
very common name among them, indi- 
cates that when the baby cried its father 
saw a dog on the run. »»Kicking Horse," 
*'Man Afraid of his Horses," '»i'lying 
Bird" aud many other appellations laave 
the same origin. 
'»Red Cloud," for in- 
stance, shows that he was born probably' 
during a gorgeous sunset, while the name 
Sneezer" indicates that some person 
near the door of the hut at the critical 
moment had a cold. 


An Indian about to become a father is 
very much impressed with his own im- 
portance, and among some tribes, as soon 
as a child is delivered, the father goes to 
bed to receive the congratulations of his 
his friends, while the mother goes on 
with her household duties. 
They have 
no marriage ceremony, and when hus- 
band and wife gro w ti red of 
each 
other, 
they 
agree 
to 
live 
apart, 
with full permission to form new 
al- 
liances. 
When 
a young buck 
casts 
loving 
glances 
at 
a 
maiden, 
her 
pireut» immediately put a price on her 


hand, 
W^jli or low, according to hci 
beauty and the number of suiters shi 
may have* 
The belle of the camp gexu 
orally sells for 100 pounds of flour, two 
or three blankets, and a good pony, al| 
of which must be given to her mothci 
before the bridegroom-elect secures his 
girl- 


There is also considerable distinction 
of caste and social position among the 
Indiana, The son of a chief is a very much 
more desirable catch than a commoner, 
so to speak, and, besides, the families of 
chiefs usually have more ponies,blankets, 
and Indian wealth in general, bccausc in 
the division of plunder or booty the chief 
has first choice. 
The squaws of 
the 
chiefs also treat the wives of 
other In- 
dians with that same patronizing air 
some of our wealthy matrons treat the 
wives of less wealthy men, or with that 
same condescending air with which the 
wife of tho commanding officer of any 
army post looks down upon the M'ife of 
some junior lieutenant, 
although the 
latter may in every way be greatly the 
superior,—Ncio TorJs Times,

Jt is not desirable to cool a dairy by 
means of ventilating pipes from an ice 
hoviiic. 
The waste of ice costs more 
than a cooling tank kept at forty-iive de- 
grees by tho direct use of ice. 
With 
Kurh a tank, pails twenty inches deep 
and eight inches in diameter are used. 
But bv the uewlv introduced method of 
raising the cream by adding water to the 
milk, the use of ice may be dispensed 
with, to the great relief of the dairymen 
nud families. 
As ?oon as the milk is 
strained into 
the pans, ono-third the 
quantity of cold water from a well is 
added; this causes tho complete separa- 
tion of the cream in twcnt3--four hours, 
at the expiration of which time the milk 
will be sweet in the warmest weather. 
In winter the water may be used at a 
temperature of 130 degrees, and if the 
milk is kept in any reasonably protected 
di»:i'y, it will not freeze in that time in 
ihe coldest weather.—Ncxo Yorh 
Times.

Leather Brake Shoes. 


A company has been formed in New 
South Wales for the purpose of exploit- 
ing tho manufacture of railway braky 
shoes from compressed leather.

mold them to any desired shape. 
The 
leather shoe is said to possess distinct ad- 
vantages over that of iron, with superior 
eflicieucy in 
every way.

times as long.

SUGGESTIONS OK ROAD-MAKING. 


best form of the upper surface of 
the roadway (its cross section), says tho 
Auburn (Ala,) Experiment Station bul- 
letin, is that of two inclined planes meet- 
ing in the centre of the road and having 
their angles slightly rounded by a curve. 
The inclinations of tho planes should bo 
greatest where the surface is rough and 
least where it is smoothest aud hardest. 
On a steep hillside the surface should be 
a single slope, inclining inw^ard to tho 
face of the hill. 
A ditch on the sido 
next to tho hill receives tho surface 
water, 
which 
should 
be carried, 
at 
proper intervals, under the road to its 
outside. This form is also advantageous 
when the road curves rapidly around tho 
hill, as it counteracts the dangerous cen- 
trifugal force of the vehicle. 


The following additional suggestions 
may prove of benefit: For the ordinary 
dirt roads of this country, if the soil bo 
a loose sand, a coating of six inches of 
clay carted 
upon it will bo tho most 
elTectlve and cheapest way of improving 
it if the clay can be jirocured within a 
moderate distance. 
Only half of the 
width need be covered with claj% thus 
forming a road for the summer travel, 
leaviug 
the other sandy portion un- 
touched to serve for travel in the rainy 
season. 
If the soil be au adhesive clay, 
the application of sand in a similar man- 
ner will produce equally beneficial re- 
sults. 
On a steep hill these improve- 
ments will be particularly valuable. 
In 
repairing these roads the earth should bo 
as gravelly as possible aud free from 
vegetable earth. 
Sod or turf, though at 
first tough, soon decays and forms the 
softest mud in wet weather.

Plain Fruit Cake—Four cups of brown 
sugar, one and a half of butter, six and 
-a half cups of flour, two cups of milk

pound of stoned raisins and citron. 


Ginger Bread—Halt a cup of sugar, 
half a cup of molasses, one-third cup of 
butter, one cup of sour milk, one tea- 
vspoonful of soda, half a teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, a third of a teaspoonful of 
ginger, flour enough to make a 
still 
•»cake. 


Cauliflower-—This should bo^ cut into

(Rules for Lent. 


Archbishop Ryan has issued the fol- 
lowing letter to the Catholics in his 
diocese, diricting their course of life 
during the se^ison of Lent, which be- 
gan on AVednesday: 


1. Ail the faithful who have com- 
pleted their 2rst year are bound to ob- 
serve the fast of Lent, unless dispensed 
for legitimate reasons. 


2. The persftns exempted from fast- 
hig are: The infirm, those under 21 
years of age, women in pregnancy or 
nursing infants, those who are obliged 
to do hard labor and those who are en- 
feebled by old age. 


3. Only one iull meal a day is al- 
lowed, except on .Sundays. 


4. On the days on which permission 
is granted to eat meat, both meat and 
fish are not allowed at the same meal. 


5. A collation or partial meal is al- 
lowed in the evening. It should never 
exceed eight ounces. 


By virtue of an indult of the Holy 
See dated August 3, 1887, the follow- 
ing special dispensations are granted: 


Bread, butter, cheese, fruit of all 
kinds, salads, vegetables ard fish are 
permitted at the collation. 
Milk and 
eggs are also allowed. 


6. It is lawful to drink in the morn- 
ing some warm liquid, such as coffce, 
lea or chocolate, and to partake of a 
small portion.

8. The use of flesh meat will be al- 
lowed at any time on Sundays, and 
once a day on Mondays,

Thursdays and Saturdays, with the ex- 
ception of Ember Saturday and Holy 
Saturday. 


9. Persons exempted from the obli- 
gation of fasting, by age or laborious 
occupation, are not restricted to the 
use of meat at one meal only, on those 
days on which its use is granted by 
dispensation. 


10. When the principal meal can- 
not be taken at midday it ispermiiied 
to change the order, taking the colla- 
tion then and the dinner in the even • 
ing.

The Church ot England, as shown by 
incomplete returns of the revenue report 
by order of Parliament, is the wealthiesf 
church in Christendom. 
The income of 
the ecclesiastical commissioners is about 
65,750,000, nearly one-fourth of -which 
is derived from tithes. The Welsh tithes 
yield about $20,000. The gross annual 
value of benefices for twenty-one coun- 
ties is $10,000,000 v/hich is distributed 
among 6600 clergymen, giving them an 
average of a little over §1500 a year. 
There are parsonages, 
however, 
and 
other items to be added, which bring up 
the annual average to about $2000 a 
year from endowments alone, 
Of the 
$10,000,000 three-fourths are derived 
from tithes. 


The Boston OiUtivator estimates that 
•more than half the railway track in the 
world IS on this continent, and nearly half 
•oj the whole is in the United States, This 
proportion may or not be kept up, as 
Asia and Africa are begii_\iug to shorten 
their long distances by using steam horses 
on the iron track. In the past four years 
40,000 miles of track have been laid iu 
America, and in the United States 30,- 
•000 miles of this, while all the rest of the 
-world built only 34,000 miles. Railroads 
in Europe cost an average oi §115,000 
per mile. 
Here the average cost is $60,- 
•000, and this is about thoiate elsewhere. 
Rates of fare are, 
however, 
lower in 
Euiopo than here, the denser population

An electrical furnace has been pat-» 
ented in England which is said to have 
given excellent results iu the series oí 
tests to which it has been subjected. 


An important manufacture of butter 
from cocoanut-miik is growing xip in 
Germany. Cocoanuts for the purpose are 
imported in large numbers from India. 


Creosoted wood has been found to 
have such excellent lasting qualities that 
its economical properties have suggested 
its use for permanent haulage, roads, 
shaftways, etc., in collieries. 


There is as yet no satisfactory machine 
for cutting cornstalks in the field. Self- 
binding reapers are used in some locali- 
ties to cut the smaller varieties of corn, 
but for large, fully matured sorts these 
do not work well. 


A line of electrical omnibuses is about 
to run from Oharing Cross to Kings Cross 
in London. 
One of them, handled by 
the managing director of the company, 
lately conveyed the Lord Mayor from 
Euston to the Mansion House. 


Professor A. J. Cook, speaking of the 
food of bees, remarks that tho carbohy- 
drates are sufficient for the life of the in- 
sects, but that they must have nitrogen- 
ous food to support them during the pro- 
cess of reproduction. 
The former they 
derive from the honey of plants, the lat- 
ter from spores, grain, fungi and bee- 
bread. 


The respiration of insects has been 
the subject of study by M. Contejean, 
wlio has found that, contrary to what 
lakes place in vertebrates, the movement 
of inspiration as passive and that of ex- 
piration active. 
The air is driven from 
the body by a contractile effort. 
Hence, 
when the insect is wounded, the flow of 
blood occurs at each expiration. 
The re- 
spiratory movement is not interrupted by 
cutting oflithe head, nor by the absorp- 
tion of curare, which produces an imme- 
diate cessation in man.
